The loan is created by the national debt 


office, by resolution of June 28, KXXX un- 
dei'.jajitliority of the regulations passed 
by the Swedish diet on May 14, 1000. 
These resolutions have received Oroyul 
sanction by decree issued June 20. The 
loan is made with u view largely to the 
construction of railroads iu the kingdom. 
It appears the bouds were offered origi- 
nally in London, und from the iuforma- 
tiou at liund it is not quite clear whethei 
th,e subscription was a failure there or 
whether the London bankers have since 
found it advisable to ask the United 
States to assist them in carrying the 
loan. The price at which the bonds are 
offered to American subscribers—08 and 
accrued interest—would indicate that the 
English subscriptions did not come up to 
expectations. 


The National Park bank of New York 


has been selected to float the bonds in 
this country. So far us could be learned 
none of the Chicago bunks has us yet de- 
cided to subscribe for any of the bonds. 
The terms of subscription offered to in- 
vestors in this country are practically the 
same as tho^e which were made to the 
ICnglish financial interests as follows: 
Five per cent on application, IU per cent 
on allotment nnd SO per cent on Aug. 13.

With Flowers or n»ut». 


One by one illusions are dispelled, und 


the cuso of the young woman who was 
overcome by tho perfume of a mass of vio- 
lets sent hoc by a friend adds another 
wwek to the list of broken idols. It has al- 
ways been considered the most beautiful 
compliment one could pay a friend to send 
lowers, roses or violets especially, a» » 
x>ken of affection. 
But now that It is 


known that deadly poisons lurk among 
these charming little blossoms which may 
bring harm to offset the pleasure given to 
Jear ones the charm must certainly be 
lessened. 


The story of this young woman's nar- 


row escape, as told, was a surprise to many 
•who had never realized that thero was any 
danger in flowers. The hundreds of beau- 
tiful violets which had been sent her by a 
friend in California, and which She prized 
so highly as not to wish to bo parted from 
them even during the night, came near 
being the cause of her death, for she was 
found in an unconscious condition in the 
morning and -was with difficulty aroused. 


How dangerous the poisonous gases 


which tho flowers exhale can become, when 
In a badly ventilated room, would bo a 
good subject for study by the belles of so- 
ciety or tho stage, who receive so many 
similar tributes to their charms. 


Dr. Fowler, who was asked his opinion 


on the subject, said that many cases of 
dangerous illness and even of death from 
such causes were well known and authen- 
ticated. 


"The plants, especially flowering ones," 


Dr. Fowler said, "during the day are not 
harmful, because they are breathing in just 
the part of the air which our lungs throw 
off, but at night the process is reversed, 
and they throw off the carbonic acid gas, 
which is u poison to our lungs. This causes 
weakness of the heart, faintnoss and hys- 
teria with some people, and even death. 


"A caee is known which happened not 


very long ago in Germany in one of the 
Hesses, where tho friends of a bride and 
groom, in their desire to start them on 
their career on it rosy pathway, adorned 
their room with quantities of flowors. It 
was in cold weather, and the windows were 
closed, leaving the air heavy with per- 
fumes. 
The happy couple retired to their 


rose decked room and wore found In tho 
morning dead, heart fuiluro having result- 
ed from the poisonous perfume. 


"Thero is poison in the purfumoof ninny 


flowers, not in violets more thuu any otb 
ers, but it is in such small quantities as to 
be harmless unless massed and confined. 
Prusslc acid is found in a mild degree in 
most perfumes, and it is used by many pcr- 
fumors, in fuct, to intensify odors. Other 
well known medical poisons como from 
Dowers. It is novor safe to have any grow- 
ing or cut UUWPI-H in n bedroom at night, 
for you cnunot toll when tho sjstem inny 
be in such a condition as to bo ultcotod by 
their exhalations."—Now York Herald.

The Survival of Barkis. 


The advent of tho motor car has given

But 
it is a curious fuct that in many parts of 
England the old, slow, inconvenient, pro- 
railway methods of getting about still hold 
their own, and o\en In districts where 
there is a'decent railway service the old 
stagecoach and the carrier's cart aro still 
running.

Tbft •Florida City Resemble* Old Towri'i la 


Spain and Italy. 


The appearance of St. Augustine, Fin., 


to tho visitor from othur parts of tho conn- 
try Is as quaint and peculiar us its history 
Is bloody and varied. Nothing at all like 
it is to be seen in any part of the United 
States. It resembles some of the old towns 
of Spain and Italy. The streets are quite 
narrow—one, which is nearly a mile long, 
being but 15 feet wide, and that in which 
u principal hotel stands being but 12 foot, 
while the widest of all is but S5 feet. 


An advantage of these narrow streets in 


this warm climate is that they give shade 
and increase the draft of air through thorn 
as through a flue. Indeed, some of the 
streets seem almost like a flue rather than 
an open way, for many of the houses, with 
high roofs and dormer wiudaws,have hang- 
ing balconies along their second story, 
which sueui almost to touch euch other 
over thn narrow street, and the families, 
sitting in these of a warm evening, can 
chut confidentially or even shake hands 
with their over tho way neighbors. The 
street walls of the houses are frequently 
extended in front of the side garden—the 
house roof and perhaps a side balcony 
covering this extension—or the houses are 
built nround uncovered courts, so that, 
passing through the main door of a build- 
Ing, you find yourself still in tho open air 
Instead of within tho dwelling. 


These high und solid garden walls aro 


quite common along tho principal streets, 
nnd an occasional latticed door gives you 
a poop into the attractive area beyond the 
massive structure, with perhaps a. show of 
huge stone arches or of winding staircase 
between heavy stone columns, or of a pro- 
fusion of tropical vegetation in the winter 
garden, bringing to mind the stories iln 
poem and romance of the loves of Spanish 
damsels and of stolen interviews at the 
garden gate, or elopements by means 'of 
tho false key or the bribed porter. Tho 
principal streets were formerly well paved 
or floored with shell concrete, portions of 
which uro still to be seen above the shift- 
ing Bund, and this flooring was no carefully 
swept that the dark eyed maidens of old 
Castilu, who then led in society hero, could 
puss and repass without soiling their satin 
slippers. No rambling wheels were per- 
mitted to crush the firm roadbed or to 
whirl the dust into the airy verandas, 
where in undisturbed repose sat the Span- 
ish dons aud dames.—Picturesque Amer- 
ica.

Fctrided Beetles. 


One of the several geological formations 


of England is that known to those who 
make such matters a study as the "lias." 
This stratum is variously known as "tho 
beetle rocks," "insect stones" and ''wing 
case chalk." Wherever this formation is 
found exposed or is encountered by min- 
ors, well diggers and others it is found to 
bo formed almost entirely of tho petrified 
wing cases of a kind of beetle peculiar to 
Britain in the geological age in which that 
particular stratum was formed.

Geologists account for the presence of these 
countless numbers of insect remains in 
this way: 


At ono time tho whole stratum was tho 


bottom of an immense lake. For count- 
less ages the beetles died on its surface, 
and tbeir-shells sank to the bottom. 
Fi- 


nally the lake dried up, and the chemical 
action and tha heat of the sun transformed 
the whole into a stratum of stone and pre- 
served it to the present day. So wo now 
have the wonderful "insect stones" to 
ponder over.—St. Louis Republic.

Generally ho got out of duels with n joke. 
On one occasion ho said in response to ctn 
invitation to thus make u target of him- 
self, "It takes only ono foul to send a cliul- 
lengo. but it takes two to light, and I hog 
to be omitted from tho category." Fre- 
quently, however, ho wus suddenly brought 
into personal encounters from which he al- 
ways emerged with full credit and often 
honor to himself. 


Once, for instance, a Frankfort editnr 


fired at him with tv pistol on a Louisville 
street. Prontico closed with tho man and 
had him down, with a knife brandished 
above him. Some bystanders shouted: 
"Kill tho scoundrel!" "Cut his head offl" 
nnd tho like,-but Prentico put away his 
knife, remarking as ho did so, "I can't kill 
an unarmed man," and, allowing his foo 
to arlso, the two afterward became closo 
friends. In such matters Prentice of Lou- 
isville was unlike Preutlss of Vloksbnrp, 
for tho latter was nearly always "spoiling 
for a fight," and "would shoot at the drop 
of a hat." It is said of him, und with 
good authority, I believe, that Prentiss 
would leave a, hand at a game of poker to 
go out and exchange shots witli persons 
who liked that sort of diversion, and would 
then come back and take up his cards to 
see if ho could "open a jack pot"—what- 
ever that ia 


Prentice had two sons, his only children, 


named Courtland and Clarence rospeotivo- 
liy. Courtland inherited to a groat degree 
tho talents of his gifted father, und gave 
much promise of becoming a man of fame 
in letters, buf ho wont into the Confeder- 
ate army early in the war as an officer and 
was killed in a skirmish at Augusta, Ky., 
abont two months afterward. Mr. Pren- 
tice Idolized Courtland and deeply mourned 
him so long as be lived. 
Clarence 


later on wont into tho Confederate army 
also and bceamo a colonel. Bo was In- 
volved in tho killing of a hotel proprietor 
at Abingdon, Va., and his father was 
forced to go to Richmond, having obtained 
passage through the lines, to exert- his in- 
fluence with the high Confederate author- 
ities to save his sou from condign punish- 
ment. Returning from tho wnr Clarence 
was admitted to the bar in Louisville, but 
changed his mind and studied medicine, ' seconds, 
in which profession ho graduated, butI 
never practiced. Shortly boforo tho older | 
Prentice's death Clnrenco was thrown I 
from n buggy on tho road, near his homo, 
west of Louisville, and was killed. Ho 
left a son, George D. Prentice, Jr., who 
at my latest/ information wus in law prac- 
tice at San Francisco. I am of tbo opin- 
ion that this young man ia dead also, but 
if ho Is living ho is tho ouly representative 
alive of George D. Prentice's immediate 
family.—Chicago Times-Herald.

High officials in Massachusetts had in* 
rivate letters, to the secretary of George 
Grenville discussed in bitter terms tholib- 
ral 11107001001 iu the colony and had ruc- 
mmeDded coercive measures on the part 
f the home government.

n some unexplained way, fell into Fran te- 
n's hands, and ho I'elt in duty bound to, 


send them to Boston for inspection by tho 


As might have been ex- 
ected, they caused a great furor both in 
tlassacluisetts and In England, and in the 
attor country a dispute between two gen- 
lomen as to how they Imd boon obtained, 
ed to n nearly fatal duel. Franklin now 
nter\ened, stated that ho had forwarded 
he letters, tut refused to say bow he cumo 


them and faced the storm of popular 


disfavor as calmly as only a philosopher 
ould. He was examined before tho privy 
ouu'cil, insulted in a scurrilous and shame- 
ul manner by the solicitor general, Wod- 
lerburn, and the councilors themselves, 
lismlssed from his postmastership and de- 
irivedr of much of the public respect that 
lad been previously shown him, but not 
of the self respect that marked his behav- 
or throughout the entire affair. 


His conduct has since been defended 


and reprobated and must always, in one 
mrticular. bo hard to characterize. Out 
Inul verdi'jt must plainly depend on u 
cnowlodgo of Jhow he got tho letters, but 
his is just what lie uo>er would reveal. 
We are therefore left to infer from Frank- 
in's character whether ho would liavu 
takeu thorn in an improper way. Ho him- 
self certainly believed that he had done 
nothing wrong, but it remains to bo detor- 
iiinud whether he was nu absolutely fair 
judge of what a gentleman should have 
done under the circuinstunocs. •

stands abundantly justified. Nine-tuuths

The Ituddlilrtt Sacred Tree. 


Father Hue, whon ho could not under- 


stand wb'itsuitinud to him to bunmrxelous, 
liiMiriably nut it down to tba devil. Thtiro 
was a sacred troo nour a lumasory which 
[>ut out loaves Impressed with u nacrod 
^harnctorof tho Tihotan language. Bayard 
Taylor, howover, explained how it, wus 
done. In the bulletin of tho American 
Geographical society thu exact churactor of 
this tree is described and how the letters 
are made. 


Tho story of the sacred troo that grows in 


front of tho tomplo in thn Tibetan lamasery 
of Kunibum has been severely shaken by 
recent Investigations. Father line told, in 
his charming book, of this trun, whnso 
leaves were miraculously inscribed with 
figures of Buddha, sacred foriuuhe or pray- 
ers. 
Lntor explorers, among whom \M-ra 


Pobiniiu;,/>renard and Sxechunyl, saw the 
troo and attempted to explain tho mysteri- 
ous markings on its leaves and bark. M. 
Potanine thought some inscr.t wrought the 
tracings. 
Another explanation was that 


tho markings pertained naturally to the 
tree, which was very remarkable, indeed, 
inasmuch as whole sontoncos in tho Tibet- 
an language might bo road on tho leaves. 
The one thing certain was that the priests 
sold tbo loaves at a very high price to tho 
faithful. M. Edouard Blanc, the explorer, 
who has returned to Franco, saw tho t,a- 
cred treo while in Tibet, and assorts that 
the holy inscriptions are an evident artifice 
of human hands, and that the imposition 
has been handed down from one generation 
to another of the lamas of Kumbum, who 
number about 2,000. Some of the leaves 
were submitted lust summer to Mr. TJiis- 
tleton-Uyer of Kow Gardens, London. Ho 
says that the treo is an ordinary syrlnga 
villosa, common in China, and that the 
markings are impressed on tho leaves-by 
molds, aided probably with heat. 


er magnets of sufficient force to counteract! 
the air currents, suspended In space, would 
travel la tho same direction. In my opin- 
ion there is nothing to hinder it 
If this 


should prove the correctness of my opin- 
ion, the problem of air navigation from 
south to north would bo solved, and a great 
point would therefore be gained. 


The velocity of jnotiou would probably 


bo greater than that of tho most powerful 
locomotive, but could be regulated by the 
size and shape of the airship which would 
have to curry the magnets, and tbe end of 
a voyage could bo determined by lowering 
and using them as anchors. 


Aside from the possibility of reaching by 


those means in a very short time the mag- 
netic deposits in tbe north, which would 
probably prove to be of great value, and 
accessible by land or water, and of reach- 
ing the north pole Itself, a mode of air 
navigation could thereby be established 
that would invariably guide the balloonist 
from tho south to the north.

thereby be enabled to carry mail and mer- 
chandise quicker than any railroad or 
Steamship. 


1C would not surprise me if tho magnetic 


force would produce velocity of more than 
100 miles .111 hour, at which rate we could 
carry tropical fruit in less than a day from 
Venezuela to Now York or Boston and 
distribute it by rail to points west.

During the night of tho 29th the charac- 
teristic eruption of smallpox appeared in 
its worst form. With admirable devoted- 
ness tho king's daughters came to his bed- 
side, notwithstanding the dreadful danger 
of contagion, and remained there day and 
night till his death. Marie Antoinette 
had asked admittance to his room, but, 
for very evident reasons, .neither tho heir1 
apparent nor his wife was allowed to 
bruatho an atmosphere so dangerous that 
more thun 50 persons took the smallpox: 
merely from having crossed the gallery bo- 
fore the door of tho king's room. M. do 
Letoriercs took the disease fatally, merely 
through having opened the door to look at 
tho king for two minutes. 


Regardless of danger, tho archbishop of 


Paris came to Versailles. Ho was anxious 
to secure tho means of repentance and a 
Christian death to the wretched sinner, 
bwt, fit tho same time, he declared that lio 
would not allow the last sacraments of 
tho church to be administered to the dying 
man unless Mme. du Barry were previous- 
ly dismissed 
from tho palace. On tho 


4th of May the Duchesso d'Aiguillon took 
her to a, country house belonging to tho 
Din; d'Aiguillon. There was consequently 
iu> further obstacle to tho administration 
of tho last rites of the church. 
Shortly 


afterward his condition becamo more 
alarming and it was evident that the end 
was at hand.

Schoolroom Ventilation. 


After man years of the siost careful ex- 


perimenting it has boon fo^ud that in tho 
rooms of our large schoolhouses, which 
are or should be lighted mainly from one 
sido, the most thorough aeration with the 
least liability to injurious drafts is ob- 
tained by introducing the fresh, warm air 
above the heads of tho occupants of the 
room on the side opposite the windows, 
letting it spread along tbo ceiling to the 
window sido of the room, and thero, cooled 
by contact with the glass, descend to the 
floor and pass at tho lower level to the 
outlet, in the same wall as the inlet, but 
In or near the floor. There is no doubt! 
that the warm breath of the people in the j 
room to a certain extent rises and mingles 
with the fresh air flowing across the cell- j 
ing; but notwithstanding this, the atmo- I 
sphere of tho room, as shown by the uu-' 
answerable testimony of analyses made<at' 
different times of tho air in tho various 
corners, ia more uniformly pure under this 
system than under any other.—American 
Architect. 


The Father of Science. 


Hippocrates is looked upon by anatomists 


as the father of the science. 
He died in 


377 B. C. Tho modern science began in 
Italy in the thirteenth century. 
The llrst 


anatomical plates, designed to show the 
size and relative position of the bodily or- 
gang, were prepared and colored by Titian. 
All the great painters and sculptors hiwt 
boon careful students of anatomy. Michael 
Angelo, Raphael and Leonardo da Vlticl 
Were noted for their anatomical reaoarchea 


to take the royal family to Choisy. A light- 
ed candle placed in the window of tho 
king's apartment was to bo extinguished 
as the signal for departure, which tbo fear 
of contagion, in addition to other consid- 
erations, caused to be impatiently expect- 
ed. 


The candle was extinguished. The great 


clock was stopped at the fatal hour—3 
p. m. 
It was the 10th of May, 1774. Tho 


rush of the courtiers, with a noise liko 
thunder, as they hastened to pay homage 
to tho new sovereign, wus the first an- 
nouncement of the great event to tho 
young heir and his wife. Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette burst into tears and with 
u joint impulse fell on their knoes, ox- 
claiming: "Clod help us aud protect ut,l 
Wo aro too young to reign I" The king 
was not yet 30; the queen was in her nine- 
teenth year. 


Mmo. de Noailles camo into tho room 


where they hud remained together in bo- 
cluhion and anxious expectancy and ad- 
dressing them by their new titles, begged 
them to receive the dignitaries who had 
coino to pay homage to the king and 
quoi-ii. 
Tho quern appeared leaning on 


the king's arm; vm-ping bitterly, sho rti- 
ccived tin- first visits of the royal family 
and the principal ollicials, but the phyhi- 
clans urged thu necessity of Immediate de- 
parture. 
Tho carriages were ready and 


the whole ooiirt bet oil for (Ihoisy, leaving 
the wretched romniiihof the Wilo Hoseivign 
to the cart) of servanis and workmen. The 
unfortmmlu man who soldered thn lead 
cofliu died within 2-1 hours. 
Tho body 


wa.-i taken to St. Denis, the burial place ol 
the kings of Kninee, during tho following 
night, with n military escort, followed by 
the exocrutlun of the populace loudly ex- 
pressed on the way. The scandalous roigu 
of Louis XV wus ended; a uew reigu wan 
beginning.
